Washington, March 11.—It appears 


that the trouble at the naval observ- 
atory is not altogether of a merely per- 
sonal nature, it involves the old ques- 
tion vh.eta.er the observatory should 
be under the superint«Hder,cy of a lino 
officer of the navy or of a professional 
astronomer. The latter view .has been 
held by tho astronomical profession at 
large and also by such secretaries as 
Secretary Tracy ar.d Secretary Long.

These facts

the subject, but before the journey to 
Columbus is taken the statistics will 
be put in concise form so that the 
board of equalization will have a ready 
reference and positive proof at hand 
in the consideration of the demand for 
relief. If there is any sense of jus- 
tice in the examination of conditions 
existing in the various cities of the 
state, it does not seem possible that 
the undertaking of the committee can 
fail of its object, as at every turn evi- 
dences of a serious imposition are to 
be found. 
If impartiality isi shown 


then the reduction of the entire ton 
per cent, should be allowed by the 
board. The tax payers are entitled 
to even greater relief, as the decen- 
nla! appraisers were not slow to use 
their authority in several of the wards, 
but it is the opinion of a majority of 
the committee that no further demand 
be made than the wiping out of the in- 
crease which Lima is asked to pay in 
order not to disiurbe the grand state 
duplicate.
